WHAT GOVERNMENT SHOULD DO: 


“First of all, it is imperative that non-essential expenditures, 
whether for civilian or military purposes, ahould he reduced 
to the bone. Taxes should be increased so aa to place the 
defense program, so far aa poesible, on a pay-aa-you-go bam*. 
Monetary and economic control*ehould be installed so aa to
